SAULT S. MARIE, Mich. (/!')-•- Col- 
apse of one arm of a lift bridge— 
jelievcd to be the largest of a Bas- 
cule type in the world—brought de- 
onsc vital iron ore shipping from 
L,akc Superior ports to a halt here 
Tuesday. 


Owned by (he Canadian 
Pacific 


Railway Co., the bridge sagged be- 
neath the weight of a loaded freight 
train. 


The locomotive shot from the open 


end into the approaches of the St 
Marie Falls canal carrying two train- 
men to their deaths and blocking 
locks which links Lake Superior with 
Lake Huron. 


Lt. Col. Jules Houghlaling, intel- 


ligence department agent for the rail- 
road, estimated it would be four days 
before the locks would be clearec 
to supply passage for fully ladened 
ore ships. 


Two channels remained open to

Result: increased demand for work- 


ers in these fields. But the same fac- 
tory in which husband works may be 
taking on hundreds of girls to do 
sorting or finishing jobs. Result: more 
household workers "givivng notice' 
and fewer unemployed girls to fit 
any household position. And to make 
it worse, some wives who used to 
do their own housework are being 
tempted to fill some of the new de- 
fense jobs, themselves—thus boost- 
ing demand, since they ma yneec 
someone to look after the house am 
children while they work.

Adolf Hitler's high command claim- 


ed victory over the Russians Tuesday 
in a great new battle in the Ukraine 
north of the sea of Azov but London 
military quarters reported that the 
German had been checked with severe 
losses and that guns of the Russian 
Black sea fleet was pounding the in- 
vaders. 


On the northern front the Red Army 


announced that Leningrad

guns had smashed 19 German earth 
and timber forts on the approach to 
the old Czarist capital and silenced 
two artillery batteries. Masses o£ 
German troops were said dispersed by. 
the Soviet fire. 


Indicates New Drive

Defense Garden Site Needs 
Spading Up This Fall 


Every amateur gardener Who ] 


plans to make a defense garden 
next spring should select the site 
for it without delay and spade it 
thoroughly this fall. 


This advice holds for all sections 


v;hcrc the ground freezes in win- 
ter; and should be followed wheth- 
er the ground to be turned is in sod, 
or has been cultivated previously. 


Not only will precious spring 


time be saved, but the success of 
next year's garden will be made 
more probable by this treatment. 


A garden which has been spaded 


and left in the rough over winter, 
for the action of freezing and frost 
to work upon it, is more friable 
in the spring, especially in the case 
of heavy soils. 


It is not necessary to break it 


up and pulverize. 
Leave it in 


lumps and clods so that air and 
moisture will get into it. 
In the 


spring it will be easily worked and 
pulverized 
to the required tilth 


for the best germination of seeds 
and growth of plants. 


Starting a vegetable garden this 


fall finds most new gardeners un- 
prepared with a compost heap, 
which is the cheapest form of hu- 
mus that can be obtained, the heap 
being started merely by piling up 
autumn leaves and other vegetable 
refuse, wetting it down occasionally 
and allowing it to decay to be spad- 
ed in. 
Seedsmen ofter chemica: 


preparations to speed decay so thai 
the compost heap will be synthetic 
stable manure by spring but let 
ting nature take its course will start 
the work. 


Spread ashes from fall bonfires on 


the garden so that the fertility o.

lost if there is no good place to 
start a compost heap. 


The easiest and most practical 


way to start a compost heap is to 
make a rough bin of any lumber 
at hand, open at the top, into which 
the leaves may be piled. The great/ 
difficulty with getting a compost 
heap started is that the leaves will 
blow away and muss up the yard-' 
after it has been carefully raked. 


By making a bin, or pen into 


which they can be poured from bas? 
kets or tossed from wheelbarrows; 
this 
disadvantage is overcome. 


The bins may be made of chicken 
wire and serve the same purpose 
if there is a supply handy. In this 
manner the heap can be made of 
even thickness all over and • the 
process of decomposition will be 
more even if chemicals are used to 
hasten it.
